LEAN YEAR FOR CHURCHES. 


Those of Great Britain Lost Many Mem­ 
bers in 1907.

Last year was a lean year for the 
i churches both at home and abroad. The 
Baptist communicants in Great Britain 
in 1907, according to the Independent, 
were 429.977, 
which 
was 4804 
fewer 
than in 1900. 
There were 744 more Sun­ 
day 
school 
teachers, 
but 
3101 
fewer 
pupils. 
The British ( ’ongregationalists have al­ 
most held their own, but not quite. Their 
membership is 459,003 for UM»7. a loss of 
275. 
While the Sunday school teachers 
have increased bv 1589, the pupils have 
off by 9039. 
The 
Wesleyan 
Methodists 
show the 
same loss, the membership of 525.250 
being 2700 fewer than in the previous 
year, while the pupils are few er by near- I 
ly 2000. 
Five smaller Methodist denominations 
show a total loss of 8515 pupils aud a I 
small loss in members. 
A sii#de one, , 
the Primitive Methodists, report a gain 
of 1500 members, but they 
lose 1203 j 
Sunday school pupils. 
In W ales the largest denomination is I 
the 
W elsh 
Calvinistic 
Methodist 
Con­ 
nexion, which is Presbyterian in govern­ 
ment. 
Its membership is given as 187, I 
708. a loss of 1390. 
The total loss in membership of the 
Non-conformist 
denominations is about 
14-000 aud 
that 
in Sunday schools is 
more than 35,000. Indeed one of the best 
ecclesiastical 
statisticians 
in 
Great 
Britain puts the loss in members in Eng­ 
land and Wales at 17,451. 
A principal cause of this ebb is the 
sloughing off of the excess members who 
joined the churches during the excite­ 
ment of the Welsh revival.

Washington, Sept. 18.—After having 
drawn the attention of the world to 
his aeroplane flights at Fort Myer and 
having established new world s records 
for heavier-than-air flying machines, 
Orville Wright last evening met with 
a tragical mishap while making a two- 
man flight. 
The areoplanist was ac­ 
companied by Lieutenant 
I homas E. 
Selfridge of the signal corps of the 
army. 
Lieutenant Selfridge was l a c i ­ 
ly injured and died at 8:10 o’clock last 
night. 
Mr. Wright was seriously in­ 
jured. but is expected to recover. 
While the machine was encircling 
the drill grounds, a propeller blade 
snapped off, and, hitting some of inn 
part of the intricate mechanism, caus­ 
ed it to overturn in the air and fall to 
the ground, enveloping the two occu­ 
pants in the debris. 
Soldiers and spectators ran across 
the field to where the aeroplane had 
fallen and assisted Mr. W right and : 
Lieutenant Selfridge from under the 
tangled mass of machinery, rods, wires ; 
and shreds of muslin. 
-Mr. \\ right j 
was conscious and said'. 
“Oh, huriv j 
and lift the motor.” 
Lieutenant Sel- , 
fridge was unconscious and had appar­ 
ently struck the ground with great 
force. 
His head was covered with 
blood and he was choking when the 
soldiers extricated him from under the 
machine. 
Dr. Watters, a New York physician, j 
was one of the first to reach the spot 
and rendered first aid to the injured 
men. 
When their wounds had been | 
bandaged. Mr. W right and Lieutenant 
Selfridge were taken to the Fort Myer 
hospital, at the other end of the field. 
It was feared that Mr. Wright was suf­ 
fering from 
internal injuries. He had j 
lapsed into a state of semi-conscious­ 
ness by tho 
time he reached the hos- i 
pital, while Lieutenant Selfridge 
did 
not regain consciousness at all.

was suffering from a fracture at the : 
base of the skull and was in a critical 
condit ion. 
After a hurried surgical examina­ 
tion, it was announced that Mr. Wright 
was not dangerously injured.

planist himself, In his next flight. The 
I young officer was delighted to have an 
opportunity to fly in the aeroplane. 
He was to leave Saturday for St. Jo­ 
seph. Mo., where he was to assist 
Lieutenant Folders in operating the 
Baldwin airship at the coming army 
I maneuvers. 
After Mr. W right told him to get in 
the machine. Lieutenant Selfridge took 
off his coat and hat and took his place 
In the extra seat next to that occupied 
by Mr. Wright, the latter started the 
motor by means of a storage battery, 
his assistants, Taylor and Furnass. 
turning the propellers to get them go­ 
ing. 
At 5:14 the aeroplane was re­ 
leased and it was noticed that it did i 
not rise ss quickly from the ground 
as on previous tw o man flights.

than the machine had ever carried be 
fore. 
After gliding over the ground on its J 
runners for thirty feet, the machim 
rose gradually and had gained a height J 
of forty feet when it passed over th( 
starting apparatus for the first time , 
There w as a si v mile breeze and it was 
noticed that the machine did not run 
as smoothly as on its former flights.! 
most of which were made in calm 
weather. 
The aeroplanist, however 
apparently had control of the aerial 
flyer, which rose to a height of seven­ 
ty-five feet as it completed the second 
round of the field.

TOMBS OF SPANISH ROYALTY. 


Most 
Gorgeous Burial 
Vaults— Marble 
Effigies of Children. 


The escurial in which for nearly three 
centuries the Kings aud Queens ot . pain 
have been buried is said to be the i * 
gorgeous burial vault in the world. 
It is an octagonal chamber, thirty-six 
feet across, with its walls, save w ince 
the coffins stand, entirely overlaid w uu 
precious marbles. 
The staircase which 
lends to it is of marble with jasper walls. 
The general effect is unspeakably splen­ 
did. 
In the midst of this magnificence 
are the m assive black marble caskets 
let into the walls, containing the bodies 
themselves. 
They are till exactly alike, 
inscribed simply with the names of the 
different 
K ings and Queens. 
I here 
is 
room for just six more monarchs and 
their consorts. 
,

O f another character ai tngether—*a--the 
vault devoted to Spain’s royal, children 
princes and princesses. 
Here white mar­ 
ble rules, and very charming are some of 
tile effigies over the tombs. 
I he local 
name for the vault is “the place of the 
little angels,” and though many of the 
princes who lie here were not at all an­ 
gelic* in their lives the impression b*ft by 
the white marble wings of the statues is 
one of spotless purity.

Jaim e ll of Aragon, is daily on view iii 
the cathedral of Palma, iii Majorca. Tho 
sacristan of the place takes you to a yel­ 
low marble monument iii the choir, opens 
ti < up boa rd and pulls out a very ordinary 
coffin with a glass lid.
